2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 1, 20, 37, 
and 42 are independent. Regarding claim 1 1, FR 2454498 represents the closest prior art of 
record by disclosing a wooden box -urn or cremains device comprising a lid (not shown) and a 
box portion defining the cremains cavity, the portion comprised of substantially rectangular 
planar sides/ends interlocked via mortise and tenon joints (see Derwent abstract). However, 
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FR'498 fails to disclose the lid including a plurality of vents adapted to vent the cremains cavity 
upon attachment of the lid to the box portion and to be sealed upon permanently closing the 
cremains cavity. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
FR'498 to cure this deficiency. Claims 20, 37, and 42 include similar allowable subject matter.
